SUMMARY: EMBASSY BELIEVES THERE ARE GOOD PROSPECTS FOR 
SALE OF PLASTIC PRODUCTION MACHINERY AND MATERIALS IN 
NIGERIA. WHILE NIGERIAN PLASTIC INDUSTRY STILL IN ITS 
INFANCY, IT GROWING RAPIDLY AND U.S. PRODU CTS CAN COMPETE 
FAVVORABLY AGAINST DOMINANT GERMAN, BRITISH AND ITALIAN 
SUPPLIERS IF ADEQUATELY PROMOTED. THERE ARE ABOVE 50 
PLASTICS PROCESSING ESTABLISHMENTS IN NIGERIA, CONCENTRATED 
LARGELY IN LAGOS, KANO, KADUNA AND OYO STATES. GOOD SALES 
POTENTIAL ALSO EXISTS IN OTHER STATES OF THE FEDERATION. 

EMBASSY ENDORSES PROPOSED TRADE MISSION/SEMINAR AND SUG- 
GESTS IT SHOULD VISIT LAGOS, KANO, KADUNA AND IBADAN. END 
SUMMARY. 

1 . NIGERIA CURRENTLY COMPLETELY DEPENDENT UPON IMPORTS 
OF PLASTICS PRODUCTION MACHINERY AND MATERIALS, AND 
DOMESTIC PRODUCTION OF SUCH EQUIPMENT NOT ANTICIPATED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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WITHIN NEXT FOUR TO FIVE YEARS. IN THE TWO YEARS FROM 
1976-1977, TOTAL MARKET FOR PLASTIC PRODUCTION MACHINERY 
WAS DOLS46 MILLION. TOTAL MARKET FOR PLASTIC MATERIALS 
AMOUNTED TO DOLS187.4 MILLION. WITH RAPID GROWTH OF THE 
INDUSTRY, MARKET EXPECTED TO REACH DOLS43.4 MILLION FOR
